They are not irrational demands, and Cuba considers that no one in the United

The Cuban Government regrets the fact that the negotiations carried out with 
the agreement of the Security Council, which you yourself nobly and impartially 
set in motion, have not led to a satisfactory conclusion capable of guaranteeing 
peace in this hemisphere and thus throughout the world.

The .Revolutionary Government of Cuba wishes to state once more on this 
occasion that there is no better procedure for solving crises such as this one 
than peaceful negotiations and discussion between the Governments concerned 
regarding the sovereign rights of each nation and respect for the rales of 
international law which govern the coexistence of nations. This is not the 
criterion which has determined the behaviour of the United States Government; 
and its stubborn resistance to any durable, sati .factory and fitting settlement 
is the reason why we are today unable to hail a real solution of the crisis. 

Cuba reaffirms its peaceful policy and its iesire for ^eaceful solutions, 
but wishes to state once more, in the words of the attached state-**'"- b-- -h^ 
National Directorate of the Integrated Revolutionary Organizations and the 
Council of Ministers, that "to their positions of strength we shall oppose our 
firmness; to the intent to humiliate us, our dignity; to aggression, the resolve 
' to fiaht to the last man".
